It was almost treasonable to 
hint that the rebels were 
making 
headway, but lately even friends of 
the government, and it has some yet, 
talk more of the president's chances 
for holding back the rebels than of 
making any progress against them. 
Those who have 'followed develop- 
ments 'Will not be surprised, however, 
if the swinging forward movement ol 
the rebels slows down to a dogged de- 
termination to hold their hard earned 
positions, and if Huerta is able to 
hold out for many months.

Bloomington, Ind., Jan. 3.—Students 
from the rural districts are better in 
mathematics than students from the 
cities, according to Prof. David Roth- 
rock of Indiana University, who today 
gave out data concerning 250 students 
enrolled in tlie mathematics depart- 
ment : during the fall term of school. 
The'students were grouped accord- 
ing to parentage into three classes— 
those 
whose 
fathers 
are farmers, 
those whose fathers are professional 
men and those whose fathers are en- 
gaged in commercial pursuits. 
The 
first named class composed only 23 
per cent of the 250 students, the sec- 
ond class 13 per cent and.; the•« third 
58 pe.r cent. The students "from the 
farm made an average of S2.4 on their 
final examinations as compared with 
745 for the second class andt^5.5 for 
the third class. Only 7 per cent of 
the farmer class failed to make a 
passing grade as compared with ISA 
per cent of the professional and 17 
>er cent o^ tfte commercial classes.

0 JUDGE one's fellow beings under any condition is presumptuous, 
1 but to judge them merely by -what they are or-have done, without 
attempting to take into account their heritage, their environment, 
and especially the standards oE their class, ia. the most irrational 
and unjust o£ proceedings. 
1 once happened to be with a girl who tad 
been brought up in the 
suburbs of a big city, when she paid her first visit to a very small, very prim- 
itive country town 
. She had never been in such.:a place before; "and i.wben she found how 
limited was the outlook, how scanty the education and how crude some of 
the notions of many of these people, she was filled with 
a vast sense o( superiority which she scarcely tried to 
hide from them. Needless to''say, she was-not' very 
popular. .But that is another story.'; What particularly 
interested rue was the fact that ~ 
;she FELT that superi- 
ority 
The opportunities for culture , and - education in 
that little village were about as limited as you can 
imagine. There were no schools beyond the primary. 
The library- had been only recently established and was 
very small, and church services were only conducted 
ones in two or three weeks. The simple folks,with 
whom we stayed were the product of such conditions. 
They were neither above nor below the standard of 
education in that community—just about on a par 


Now,- of course, their visitor was much .better edu- 
cated than they. But think of the opportunities she 
had had! Think of her environment and the high stan- 
dard of education that prevailed in the city where she 
lived. She was not.one whit above that standard of 
education and she hadn't taken advantage .of half her 
cultural and educational opportunities; .Why. then, 
should she think herself superior to people-who had 


clone as well with their opportunities as she with hers, and who stood full as 
high by the standard of their community as she by the standard of hers? 
Again, the girl who has been reared in a class where the standards of 
feminine morality are high, usually considers.thai she has a right to look 
down upon the girls of the streets. And yet, many times the girl in the 
sheltered home has not lived up to her standard any better than the girl of 
the streets. She has been guilty of actual immorality because that meant 
too great a.drop from her standard, but she has gone lust as far as s'fie dared 
with her masculine admners. "What right has she, then, to consider herselt 
superior to the other girl who has lived no farther below the standard of her 
society thaii the girl in the sheltered home has lived below that standard to 
which she was accustomed? None whatever.

Before you venture to condemn, anybody 'or to think yourself superior 
feminine morality are high, usually considers that she has a right to look 
clown upon him,, and if you .are far above it you will probably be too big to 
want to.

They were too, in many ways far in 
advance of their time in liberal views. 
Even within my youth, in many a 
New England home, gifts were be- 
stowed 
upon the children on New 
Year's day, rather than upon Christ- 
mas, and 1 have known, older people 
who never gave a Christmas gift. 
I 
am speaking historically, not person- 
ally, for I was not brought up to de- 
spise Christmas, though I had -a rela- 
tive who alwavs gave me gifts upon 
New Year's day. My point is made
